Tebow  ad  recognized  as  best  television  commercial 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP 
and  local  reports)  —  The 
National  Religious  Broad¬ 
casters  has  announced  it  will 
present  its  award  for  Best 
Television  Commercial  to 
Focus  on  the  Family  for  last 
year's  Super  Bowl  pro-life 
advertisement  featuring  Tim 
Tebow  and  his  mother  Pam. 

The  ad,  it  turns  out, 
helped  save  at  least  one  life. 
"It  created  a  national  dia¬ 
logue  about  the  true  defini¬ 
tion  of  choice  as  it  pertains  to 
the  issue  of  abortion,"  the 
group  said.  The  award  will 
be  presented  in  late  February. 

The  Bama  Croup  estimated 
that  more  than  five  million  peo¬ 
ple  reconsidered  their  position 
on  the  issue  of  abortion  after 
viewing  the  ad,  and  at  least  one 
woman  contacted  Focus  on  the 
Family  to  tell  them  she  decided 
not  to  abort  her  child  because 
of  the  commercial. 


In  the  ad,  Pam  Tebow  con¬ 
veyed  the  story  of  how  she 
chose,  against  doctors'  recom¬ 
mendations,  to  continue  her 
pregnancy  with  Tim  even  after 
contracting  a  serious  illness. 
The  baby  was  bom  healthy 
and  went  on  to  become  a  col¬ 
lege  football  star  at  the 
University  of  Florida,  win  the 
Heisman  trophy  as  the  best 
collegiate  football  athlete  in 
the  country,  and  play  in  the 
National  Football  League. 

Pro-abortion  groups  were 
vehement  in  their  reaction. 
"This  ad  is  frankly  offensive," 
according  to  Erin  Matson, 
action  vice-president  of  the 
National  Organization  for 
Women.  "It  is  hate  mas¬ 
querading  as  love.  It  sends  a 
message  that  abortion  is 
always  a  mistake." 

On  the  other  hand,  a 
young  woman  named  Susan 
sent  an  e-mail  to  Focus  on

commercial  had  changed  her 
life  —  and  her  baby's. 

"I  need  to  thank  you  so 
much.  It's  not  like  me  to  reach 
out  to  strangers  or  agencies 
for  help.  I  was  truly  reeling 
lost.  I  saw  the  ad  during  the 
Super  Bowl  and  it  stuck  in  my 
head,"  Susan  wrote.  "I  feel 
like  that  commercial  was 
made  to  reach  out  to  me." 

Susan  watched  the  ad 
repeatedly  online  that  week 
and  then  went  to  the  Focus  on 
the  Family  website  to  watch 
the  related  interview. 

"I  think  I  was  partly  afraid 
that  God  was  mad  at  me  for 
getting  pregnant  out  of  wed¬ 
lock,"  she  wrote.  "While  I 
know  He  isn't  proud  of  me 
for  it,  thank  you  for  remind¬ 
ing  me  that  He  still  loves  me. 
I  didn't  need  to  compound 
one  sin  with  another.  My 
mistake  can't  be  erased,  but  I 
can  ask  for  forgiveness." 

The  baby's  lather  wanted 
Susan  to  abort  the  child,  and 
she  knew  the  relational  and 
financial  struggles  would  be 
significant  if  she  chose  life.
